Welcome to the 2012 KY EXCEL Year in Review! Through your efforts, 
the program continues to grow and provide tremendous benefits 
to the citizens of Kentucky. Staff in Frankfort continue to work to 
enhance the program. Again, we hosted webinars, wrote case 
studies and recruited new members. 

In 2012, we reviewed and approved 15 applications for membership 
into the program and provided training opportunities that would 
benefit our members. Case studies were written on KY EXCEL member 
projects. These case studies may offer ideas for projects that another 
member could duplicate. Each case study contains sections with 
a project description, economic value, challenges and advice, 
benefits and stewardship meaning. We completed five case studies 
during the year. While busy this year, we look forward to welcoming 
more new members and interacting with all of our environmental 
leaders in 2013!

An incentive of membership in KY EXCEL is reduced-cost training. In 
support of this incentive, the KY EXCEL program works with the rest 
of the division to host training events for which KY EXCEL members 
receive a 50 percent discount when they attend. This past year, 
KY EXCEL partnered to conduct eight training events. We hosted 
a training event on hazardous waste generator to help members 
improve their facilities. Trainings were held on NetDMR to help 
members prepare for this change in regulations. To help improve air 
quality, we held trainings on annual compliance certification, intro 
to permitting, area source boiler rule, potential-to-emit calculations
